HISTORY 

In  November,  1922,  Mr.  M.  L.  Orr,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Monte- 
vallo,  Alabama,  suggested  in  conversation  with  Dr.  Carmichael  the  need  of 
a  Girls'  Basket  Ball  Tournament  for  Alabama,  based  on  his  experience  in 
high  school  work  in  the  State.  The  idea  seemed  an  excellent  one,  so  the 
matter  was  taken  up  by  Dr.  Carmichael  with  Miss  Funk,  Head  of  Physical 
Education  Department  of  Alabama  College.  She  suggested  that  Miss  Min- 
nie Sellers,  who  had  been  working  on  a  girls'  basket  ball  association,  would 
be  pleased  with  the  idea  and  would  be  glad  to  co-operate  in  the  plans.  Dr. 
Carmichael  then  got  in  touch  with  Miss  Sellers  and  found  her  most  anxious 
to  try  out  the  plan. 

It  was  decided  to  invite  the  high  school  teams  from  over  the  state  to 
come  to  Montevallo  for  a  three  days'  tournament.  The  state  was  divided 
into  twenty  sections,  two  in  each  Congressional  District. 

The  response  from  over  the  state  was  beyond  the  expectations  of  the 
most  optimistic.  It  was  difficult  to  arrange  for  elimination  contests  in  all 
the  districts.  The  result  was,  instead  of  twenty  teams  coming  to  Montevallo, 
there  were  twenty-seven  present  for  the  first  State  Girls'  Tournament  ever 
held  in  Alabama. 

At  this  time  a  temporary  Girls'  Athletic  Association  was  formed  with 
Miss  Minnie  Sellers  as  its  President.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Alabama  Edu- 
cation Association  the  following  spring,  she  was  elected  permanent  President 
and  served  for  two  years  in  this  capacity.  At  the  Alabama  Education 
Association  in  Mobile,  April,  1925,  it  was  decided  that  the  Alabama  High 
School  Athletic  Association  would  take  over  the  Girls'  Athletics  in  the  State. 
Consequently  the  basket  ball  tournament  will  be  conducted  this  year  as  last 
year  under  the  direction  of  the  State  High  School  Association. 

In  the  fall  of  1923,  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  contest  idea  beyond  the 
basket  ball  to  other  fields  of  high  school  activity.  The  high  schools  were  ac- 
cordingly invited  to  send  exhibits  of  their  work  in  clothing  (Home  Economics 
Department)  and  in  Art.  At  the  same  time,  students  taking  expression  in 
the  high  schools  were  invited  to  compete  in  a  State  Declamation  Contest. 
There  were  twelve  high  schools  who  sent  exhibits  in  Home  Economics  and 
seven  in  Art,  while  sixteen  schools  sent  two  representatives  each  for  declama- 
tion. 

In  1925  a  contest  in  music  was  added.  This  embraced  piano,  voice,  and 
violin.  In  addition  to  the  fourteen  schools  taking  part  in  the  Declamation 
Contests  in  1925,  fourteen  sent  Home  Economics  exhibits,  eight  were  repre- 
sented by  Art  exhibits,  and  fourteen  sent  representatives  to  take  part  in  the 
music  contests.     Twenty  teams  played  in  the  tournament. 

In  1926  seventeen  schools  were  represented  in  music;  seventeen  schools 
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entered  exhibits  in  Home  Economics;  twenty-seven  schools  entered  the  Dec- 
lamation contest,  while  seven  schools  sent  Art  exhibits.  Sixteen  teams  played 
in  the  tournament. 

AIMS  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  CONTESTS 

The  program  of  Alabama  College  in  addition  to  its  courses  leading  to 
the  A.B.  degree  includes  the  five  special  fields  represented  by  the  contests  in 
Home  Economics,  Art,  Expression,  Music  and  Physical  Education. 

These  subjects  have  not  been  given  full  recognition  by  the  high  schools 
of  Alabama,  and  yet,  they  are,  for  the  young  women  of  the  state,  perhaps 
more  important  than  some  general  courses  that  they  take.  Alabama  College 
feels,  therefore,  that  if  it  is  to  serve  the  state  in  the  fullest  way  it  should  seek 
to  promote,  not  only  on  the  campus  but  also  in  the  high  schools  of  Alabama, 
interest  in  these  special  fields  whose  importance  in  the  development  of  the 
young  women  of  the  state  is  recognized  by  all. 

For  a  number  of  years,  there  has  been  a  High  School  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, but  until  the  tournament  at  Montevallo  in  February,  1923,  no  provision 
had  been  made  for  the  Girls'  Tournament.  Alabama  College  felt  that 
the  response  to  the  basket  ball  contest  the  first  year  indicated  that  other  con- 
tests of  a  more  serious  nature  would  likewise  be  a  success,  and  feeling  that 
we  should  encourage  interest,  not  only  in  athletics  but  also  in  the  serious 
matters  of  school  life,  the  other  series  of  contests  were  provided  for  in  the 
plan,  and  the  initial  success  of  these  proved  beyond  question  that  there  was 
a  need  in  the  state  for  them  and  that  in  time  such  a  meet  might  become  an 
important  educational  event  in  the  state.  Not  only  would  it  stimulate  the 
high  school  students  throughout  the  state  to  excellence  in  their  particular 
fields,  but  in  bringing  them  together  to  measure  their  work  and  to  meet  with 
students  from  all  over  the  state  it  would  be  not  only  delightful  but  broadening 
and  helpful  to  them  as  citizens  of  the  state. 

Furthermore,  bringing  them  together  in  a  college  town  where  they  may 
enjoy  for  a  few  days  the  associations  of  college  life  opens  up  many  avenues 
of  opportunity  to  hundreds  of  girls  who  otherwise  would  not  know  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  college  life  and  would  not  be  inclined  to  continue  their  prepara- 
tion for  life  work. 

The  interest  manifested  already  in  the  various  contests  seems  to  war- 
rant the  hope  that  the  three  days  of  contests  may  become  annually,  as  the 
contests  are  perfected,  the  most  important  event  educationally  in  the  lives  of 
the  young  women  of  the  state. 

ENTERTAINMENT 

Since  Alabama  College  believes  that  it  is  serving  all  of  the  state  educa- 
tionally in  a  most  important  way  and  along  the  lines  laid  out  for  the  college 
by  its  founders,  it  has  agreed  to  care  for  the  board  and  lodging  of  the  con- 
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testants  in  the  various  meets  during  the  three  days  set  apart  for  this  event. 
The  only  expense,  therefore,  to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  in  sending  their 
students  is  the  railroad  and  taxi  fare  to  and  from  Montevallo. 

The  students  in  attendance  at  Alabama  College  consider  it  an  oppor- 
tunity of  service  to  the  state,  and  most  generously  make  room  for  their 
friends  by  crowding  together  for  the  two  nights  and  many  of  them  give  up 
their  pleasures  to  assist  in  the  dining  room  and  on  the  campus  to  make  those 
who  come  enjoy  the  occasion  to  the  fullest. 

The  people  of  Montevallo  likewise  join  in  the  spirit  of  welcome  and  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  entertain  visitors  who  might  like  to  come  on 
that  occasion.  A  spirit  of  hospitality  and  welcome  pervades  the  college  and 
town,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  students  from  the  various  schools  who  have 
attended  the  contests  during  the  past  four  years  will  agree  that  the  stay  here 
was  delightful  and  profitable. 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  CONTESTS 

Any  high  school,  whether  public  or  private,  accredited  or  non-accredited, 
can  participate  in  all  the  contests  except  the  basket  ball,  which  is  directed  by 
the  Alabama  High  School  Athletic  Association,  William  J.  Baird,  President, 
Boyles,  Alabama. 

There  is  no  fee  required  for  entering  the  contests. 

All  exhibits  displayed  and  all  teams  allowed  to  take  part,  whether  it  be 
Basket  Ball,  Music,  Art,  Home  Economics,  or  Declamation,  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  high  schools  which  they  represent. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  CONTESTS 

BASKET  BALL  TOURNAMENT 

The  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Alabama  High  School  Athletic  As- 
sociation contain  the  regulations  governing  the  Basket  Ball  Tournament.

SPEECH  CONTEST 

A  widespread  interest  has  been  manifested  in  this  department  of  the 
contests,  which  has  made  it  possible  to  enlarge  the  entrance  classifications. 
The  first  year,  Expression  as  set  forth  in  readings  was  the  only  type  ad- 
mitted.   Last  year  and  this  year  the  contest  includes  reading  and  declamation. 

Regulations  governing  entrance  to  the  Speech  Contest,  to  be  held  at 
Montevallo,  March  10-12,  1927: 

1.  The  contest  will  consist  of  two  sections: 

a.  Declamation 

b.  Readings,  both  humorous  and  dramatic 
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2.  Each  school  will  be  allowed  two  entrants:  Contestants  choose  either 
one  or  the  other  type. 

3.  Entrants  will  be  regularly  enrolled  high  school  pupils  pursuing  a 
course  towards  graduation. 

4.  Selections: 

Given  from  memory 

Not  to  exceed  twelve  minutes  for  the  declamation,  and  not 

over  fifteen  minutes  for  the  reading. 

Send  name  of  selection  to  be  entered  together  with  the 

name  of  contestant  to  the  chairman  of  this  department  by 

March  1. 

5.  A  preliminary  contest  will  be  held  at  Montevallo  from  which  three 
declamation  and  three  reading  contestants  will  be  chosen  to  meet  again  in  a 
final.    One  from  each  class  will  be  chosen  for  winner. 

6.  No  award  will  be  given  unless  work  merits  grade  of  eighty-five. 
Contest  selections  are  left  to  the  contestants.    If  there  is  any  difficulty

PRIZES  OFFERED 
A  prize   of   $50   scholarship  in  Expression  at  Alabama  College  will  be 
given  to  each  of  the  winners  in  these  contests.    The  winners  will  be  the  ones 
adjudged  best  in  ( 1 )  Declamation  and  ( 2 )  Reading. 

The  following  points  are  used  as  a  basis  for  judging  the  merits  of  the 
contestants  in  declamation. 

1.  Voice — Volume,  Enunciation,  Pronunciation,  Rate  of  Utterance,  Pitch, 
Quality,  Phrasing  — 33  1-3%. 
II.  Stage  Presence — Personal  Appearance,  Bearing,  Attitude  (of  body), 
Facial  Expression,  Body  Movements — 33  1/3%. 
III.  General  Considerations — Understanding  of  Subject,  Interpretation  of 
Subject,  Responsiveness  of  Reader  to  Subject  and  Audience — 
33  1-3%. 

MUSIC  CONTEST 

The  following  rules  and  regulations  will  be  adhered  to  in  the  Music 
Contest  to  be  held  at  Montevallo,  March  10-12,  1927. 

Eligibility:  Entrants  in  these  contests  must  be  regularly  enrolled 
undergraduate  students  in  a  high  school  in  the  state  of  Alabama  and  must 
be  pursuing  successfully   three  standard  high   school   subjects.    No  person 


more  than  twenty-three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  contest  may  com- 
pete in  these  contests.  High  school  students  who  have  enrolled  in  the  School 
of  Music  at  Alabama  College  are  not  eligible  to  enter  these  contests.  Two 
pupils  from  each  school  may  enter  the  contests  in  Piano;  two  in  Voice,  and 
two  in  Violin,  provided  the  total  number  of  students  in  any  one  school  desir- 
ing to  enter  does  not  exceed  four.  In  other  words,  if  the  three  subjects  are 
represented  in  the  high  school,  only  one  each  may  come  for  the  contests;  if 
only  two,  then  two  from  each  of  those  may  be  sent. 

Entry:  Application  to  enter  these  contests  must  be  made  on  or  before 
March  1,  on  the  official  entry  blank,  copies  of  which  will  be  sent  to  the 
school  authorities  or  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Kennedy, 
General  Chairman. 

Nature  of  Contests:  In  all  contests  there  is  specified  a  contest  selec- 
tion to  be  performed,  and  in  addition,  each  contestant  performs  also  a  selec- 
tion of  her  own  choice.  All  selections  must  be  performed  from  memory,  and 
each  contestant  must  bring  her  own  accompanist.  Under  no  condition  will  an 
accompanist  be  supplied  at  the  scene  of  the  contest. 

Preliminaries:  There  are  no  county  or  district  preliminaries  for  these 
contestants.  Each  high  school  is  requested  to  hold  a  local  elimination  con- 
test in  case  more  than  four  students  are  desirous  of  entering  the  contest. 
During  the  Inter-Scholastic  Meet,  if  the  number  of  entrants  in  a  contest  nec- 
essitates it,  elimination  preliminaries  in  several  groups  are  held  and  the  win- 
ners from  each  group  then  participate  in  the  final  contest. 

Judging:  Contestants  shall  be  designated  and  graded  by  number  only 
and  their  order  of  appearance  in  the  contest  shall  be  determined  by  it. 
There  shall  be  three  judges  in  each  contest. 

PIANO,  VIOLIN,  AND  VOICE  CONTESTS 

In  addition  to  the  general  rules  stated  above  note  the  following: 
The  time  required  for  the  performance  of  the  contestant's  own  selection 
must  not  exceed  five  minutes.  If  the  selection  exceeds  this  time  limit,  con- 
testant will  be  disqualified.  The  points  of  judging  in  the  piano  contest  are: 
tone,  technique,  clearness  with  reference  to  finger  work  and  pedalling,  phras- 
ing, interpretation,  selection  of  composition,  and  stage  presence.  In  the  vio- 
lin contest:  tone,  intonation,  technique,  phrasing,  interpretation,  stage  pres- 
ence and  selection  of  composition.  In  the  voice  contest:  tone,  pitch,  tech- 
nique, including  pronunciation,  phrasing,  interpretation,  stage  presence  and 
selection  of  composition.

Piano — "Sonata"  Op.  49  No.  2  (1st  movement)— Beethoven. 
Violin — "Sonata  III"  in  F  major  (1st  and  2nd  movements)— Handel. 
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Soprano — "My  mother  bids  me  bind  my  hair"  (key  A  major) — Haydn. 
Alto— "Cradle  Song"  Op.  49  No.  4.  (key  C  major)— Brahms.

Prizes  Offered 
Alabama  College  offers  one  $50  scholarship  for  each  of  the  three  sub- 
jects included  in  the  contest — piano,  voice,  and  violin.  This  amount  to  be 
applied  to  the  music  fees  when  the  winner  enters  the  college.  The  scholar- 
ship may  not  be  awarded,  however,  in  a  given  contest  unless  there  are  as 
many  as  three  contestants,  and  it  will  not  be  awarded  in  any  case  if  the  de- 
gree of  proficiency  in  performance  falls  below  a  judge's  grade  of  85%. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  EXHIBIT 

The  following  plans  have  been  worked  out  for  the  Home  Economics 
"exhibits  from  the  high  schools  of  Alabama  to  be  held  at  Montevallo,  March 
10-12,  1927. 

1.  Individual  prizes  will  be  offered  for  the  best  single  entry  and  a  school 
prize  will  be  offered  for  the  best  collection  of  five  different  entries  (at 
least  five  of  the  entries  must  be  made  by  a  school  in  order  for  it  to  com- 
pete for  the  school  prize). 

2.  The  whole  entry  must  be  made  by  one  girl. 

3.  All  work  submitted  for  the  contest  is  limited  to  that  done  between  Feb- 
ruary, 1926,  and  March,  1927. 

Entry  No.  1:  Night  dress  and  darn  on  woolen  material  (a  three  cor- 
ner tear  and  a  diagonal  tear). 

Entry  No.  2:  Combination,  teddie  or  bloomers  and  a  stocking  darn 
(darn  to  be  on  a  stocking  that  has  been  worn). 

Entry  No.  3:  Slip  and  three  button  holes,  three  buttons,  three  snaps, 
and  three  hooks  and  eyes  properly  sewed  on. 

Entry  No.  4:  Gingham,  suiting,  linen  (or  similar  material)  dress  and 
a  hemmed  patch  on  material  like  dress;  also  laundry  tests  of  material  and 
set  in  sleeves  or  butterfly. 

Entry  No.  5.  Bedroom  set  (the  set  to  consist  of  a  bureau  scarf,  cur- 
tains and  draperies  for  one  window). 

Entry  No.  6:  Child's  dress  and  bloomers  or  rompers;  dress  and  ger- 
trude. 

Entry  No.  7:   Hat  (of  any  material). 

Entry  No.  8:  Reconstruction — making  over  out  of  other  garment  or 
combining  old  and  new  material.

(Edge  finishes,  trimmings,  hems,  facings,  and  bindings 
should  be  even  in  width  and  neat  in  finish.) 

4.     Trimming,  Finishing,   Fastening 20 

(Finishing,  includes  removing  bastings,  tying  and  cutting 
threads,  leaving  no  raw  edges.  Fastenings  should  be  of 
the  right  kind  for  the  use  made  of  them,  and  properly 
sewed  on.    Trimmings  should  be  made  in   keeping   with 

the  material,  color,  and  type  of  garment).

ART  EXHIBIT 

The  following  regulations  will  govern  the   Art   Exhibit   to   be  held   at 
Montevallo,  March  10-12,  1927: 

1.  All  exhibits  should  be  sent  on  or  before  the  1st  of  March  to  the  Art 
Department,  Alabama  College,  Montevallo,  Alabama. 

2.  All  work  must  be  mounted  on  card  board  22x28  inches.  The  color  of 
the  card  board  may  be  selected  by  each  school,  but  must  be  uniform  for 
that  school. 
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3.  A  trophy  will  be  awarded  for  the  best  single  entry  of  an  individual,  and 
another  trophy  for  the  best  all-round  exhibit  from  any  one  school. 

4.  All  work  submitted  for  the  contest  is  limited  to  that  done  between  Feb- 
ruary, 1926  and  March,  1927. 

(a)     No  school  can  compete  for  the  general  prize  without  submitting 
at  least  six  of  the  features  outlined  below. 

The  Following  Features  Are  in  the  Exhibit 

1.  Clay-modeling,  or  designs  for  tiles,  book-ends,  etc. 

2.  Posters,  cards,  booklets,  books,  or  designs  for  book  pages,  and  book 
covers. 

3.  Design  applied  to  a  textile. 

(a)  Textile  stenciled  or  wood  blocked  with  an  original  design. 

(b)  An  original  design  (applied  to  a  textile)  for  batik  or  tied  and  dyed 
work. 

4.  Object  drawing.  This  work  may  be  submitted  in  any  medium:  pencil, 
water  color,  charcoal,  etc. 

5.  Representation.  Drawing  or  painting  of  fruit,  flowers,  trees,  animals, 
or  the  human  figure.  In  judging  these  drawings  and  paintings,  form 
and  arrangement  on  the  sheet  will  be  considered. 

7.  Illustration  of  stories. 

8.  Designs,  in  color,  for  interior  and  furniture. 

9.  Picture  study  note  books.  These  books  must  be  neatly  written  or 
printed,  have  margins  spaced  correctly,  with  prints  of  the  picture 
studied.  If  the  note  books  are  made  by  the  students  they  may  be  en- 
tered under  2  and  9. 

10.  Basketry.  This  includes  woven  or  sewed  basketry,  the  use  of  imported 
or  of  native  material  or  of  designs  for  baskets  in  colored  crayons  or  in 
water  color. 

11.  Wooden  toys,  bird  houses,  furniture,  or  the  designs  for  these  objects.

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PRIZE  WINNERS  FOR  1923,  1924,  1925  and  1926 

BASKET  BALL 

There  were  twenty-seven  teams  on  hand  for  the  first  State  High  School 
Girls'  Tournament,  which  was  held  at  Montevallo  in  1923.  This  meant 
that  many  elimination  games,  which  should  have  been  played  before  reach- 
ing Montevallo,  had  to  be  staged  here.  The  result  was  a  very  strenuous 
three  days  for  those  teams  that  were  required  to  play  off  the  elimination 
games. 

The  following  teams  won  the  District  Championships:  First  District, 
Jones  Mill;  Second  District,  Atmore;  Third  District,  Inverness;  Fourth  Dis- 
trict, Selma;  Fifth  District,  Prattville;  Sixth  District,  Northport;  Seventh 
District,  Guntersville ;  Eighth  District  (No  team  entered);  Ninth  District, 
Mortimer  Jordan;  Tenth  District,  Winfield. 

After  the  first  two  days  of  the  tournament,  three  teams  were  left  in  the 
field,  Selma,  Prattville,  and  Atmore  High  Schools.  The  first  two  mentioned 
had  to  play  an  elimination  game  in  the  morning  and  the  winner  was  re- 
quired to  play  in  the  finals  immediately  thereafter.  Selma  High  School  was 
successful  in  the  semi-finals  and  was  thus  called  upon  to  play  Atmore  to 
decide  the  Championship. 

After  a  very  close,  hard  game,  Selma  High  School  finally  won  the  vic- 
tory with  a  score  of  23  to  17,  thus  winning  the  handsome  loving  cup,  given 
by  the  Birmingham  News  for  the  champion  team  in  the  first  State  Girls7 
Meet  ever  held  in  Alabama.    Miss  Lottie  Bussey  was  the  coach  for  Selma. 

The  following  were  the  referees  in  this  tournament.  Misses  Bradley. 
Padgett,  Pitts,  and  Mr.  Britnell. 

Dr.  Frank  Willis  Barnett,  besides  being  orator  on  Washington's  Birth- 
day, was  chosen  to  present  this  trophy  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Hanson  and  the 
Birmingham  News  to  the  champion.    This  he  did  in  his  own  inimitable  style. 

In  1924  there  were  ninety  girls'  teams  enrolled  in  the  Alabama  Girls' 
Basket  Ball  Association.  After  the  elimination  games  were  played  in  the 
state  sixteen  teams  were  selected  to  come  to  Montevallo  for  the  second  Girls' 
Basket  Ball  Tournament. 

During  the  first  day  the  preliminaries  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the 
following  district  champions:  Jones  Mill  (First  District),  Ramer  (Second 
District),  Headland  (Third  District),  Lincoln  (Fourth  District),  Wetumpka 
(Fifth  District),  Perry  County  (Sixth  District),  Pell  City  (Seventh  District), 
Town  Creek  (Eighth  District),  Mortimer  Jordan  (Ninth  District),  Jasper 
(Tenth  District). 

During  the  second  day  the  district  winners  played  each  other,  resulting 
in  the  elimination  of  all  teams  except  Ramer  and  Lincoln.  The  final  game 
was  played  on  the  morning  of  the  third  day  with  much  zest  and  skill.    Both 
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teams  acquitted  themselves  admirably  in  the  strenuous  game.  The  laurels 
went  to  Ramer.  Score:  Ramer  26,  Lincoln  22.  Miss  Minnie  Sellers  was 
coach  for  Ramer. 

In  1925  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  schools  were  enrolled  in  the  Girls' 
Basket  Ball  Association.  The  twenty  schools  winning  the  preliminaries  were 
as  follows:  Barton  Academy,  Escambia  County  (Atmore),  Jones  Mill, 
Ramer,  Secondary  Agricultural  School  (Wetumpka),  Langdale,  Decatur,  Sul- 
ligent,  Blount  County  (Oneonta),  Ohatchie,  Lee  County  (Auburn),  Town 
Creek,  Franklin  County  (Russellville),  Bessemer,  Mortimer  Jordan,  Snead 
Seminary,  Perry  County  (Marion),  Cuba,  Selma,  Elba.  All  except  Elba 
High  School  came  to  Montevallo  for  the  contest. 

The  teams  reaching  the  semi-finals  were  Jones  Mill,  Snead  Seminary, 
Ramer  and  Marion.  Jones  Mill  won  over  Snead  Seminary  by  a  score  of  35 
to  11.    Ramer  won  over  Marion  by  a  score  of  46  to  22. 

The  final  contest  was  a  very  close  game  between  Ramer  and  Jones  Mill, 
resulting  in  Jones  Mill  winning  by  a  narrow  margin.  The  Birmingham 
News  loving  cup  therefore  went  to  Jones  Mill. 

In  1926  a  large  number  of  teams  competed  in  the  district  contest.  The

DECLAMATION 

There  were  thirty-two  contestants  in  the  first  declamation  contest  held 
at  Montevallo,  February  21-23,  1924.  Through  the  elimination  contest  the 
number  was  reduced  to  six.
